


Mr. W. “Bill” Gray Retires 


Mr. Bill Gray, editor of Contacts, Company magazine of the Winnipeg Store, 
retired officially on Thursday, September 25. That evening at the Fort Garry 
Hotel Jade Room, the managers from the Winnipeg Store and Mail Order gathered 
to wish Mr. Gray "good health and happy years." 

Chairman Dale Stewart, Third Floor Merchandise Manager, read many letters 
and telegrams, some quite amusing, all wishing Mr. Gray "the best" in years to 
come. Mr. Gilbert Eaton, on behalf of the Eaton family, expressed his sincere 
thanks for "a job well done" and mentioned how much Mr. Gray would be missed 
by all Eatonians. 

The official presentation was made by Mr. Pinfold, Assistant General Manager, of a 
beautiful bedroom suite, to Mr. Gray. Mr. Pinfold spoke of Mr. Gray’s many years of loyal 
and faithful service to the Company, and how the ever-kind word and pleasant smile that 
was Bill Gray’s trade mark would be missed by his many friends and associates through¬ 
out the Company. Mr. Pinfold also expressed his appreciation of the personal friendship 
they had enjoyed, and in closing, wished Mr. Gray and his wife continued happiness and 
good health on behalf of the Executive of the Company. 

Mr. Gray, in answer to the many tributes paid him by his business associates and friends, 
began by giving a short resume (along with many amusing. asides) of his first years with 
The T. Eaton Company. Mr. Gray started working with the M.O. Advertising and Mailing 
List before going into Store advertising work. During his time working for Mr. Band, 
Manager of the M.O. Advertising, Mr. Gray tells the story of his experience with one of 
the managers. Bill had the job of taking all special notices, etc., from Mr. Band to the 
party concerned personally. In this one incident, when Mr. Gray came up to the gentle¬ 
man on the floor and made his request, he was told “Young man, I don’t take things on the 
floor, or do 1 sign for them—take this to my head girl in the office.” Bill mentioned that 
he was afraid of his own boss, but as this gentleman was bigger than Kiniski, the wrestler, 
he decided to do what he was told. 

In a more serious vane he mentioned his work in Calgary, and back to Winnipeg in 1945 
to take charge of the Mail Order catalogues. When all this became centred in Toronto in 
1954 he was appointed Editor of “Contacts” magazine from where he is now retiring. 

From the members of the Calgary Manager’s Association, Mr. Gray received a very lovely 
picture of a mountain scene by Blythe. Also, from Miss Helen Saunders, editor of the 
“Edmontonian,” a beautiful hand-painted card. This was an original too, by Miss Saunders. 
To his many friends and associates, Bill Gray gives his sincerest thanks for a memorable 
and heart-warming day. 
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Mr. Gray, in summing up his feelings towards the Company, thought he could best tell 
the story hy quoting a few verses from a poem that he had written in 1915: 

The Store! The Store! The Eaton Store! 

Which stands in the city’s middle roar! 

So full of life, and work, and sound, 

The busiest spot for miles around. 

It soars to the clouds and blots the skies 
But it’s ever a boon to the shoppers’ eyes. 

I love, oh, how I love to be, 

In the Store where they’re all so good to me. 

Where you’re always met with a cheery smile 
And the spirit that makes life seem worthwhile. 

It makes you eager to do the more, 

And bring more “biz” to the good old Store! 

I’ve worked since then, in boost and slump, 

Full many a year: but I’m on the jump, 

And still walk in at the Hargrave doors, 

With the thousands who people its many floors, 

And my slogan now, as in days of yore, 

Is “Long Life and Good Luck to the Eaton Store.” 

These verses tell more about Bill Gray than anything your present editor could put into 
words. Mr. Gray’s love of his fellow man and unselfish devotion to whichever job he had 
to do, are reasons enough for all of us to miss him now he has retired.

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Introduction of new members was handled by Mr. Jack Baxter for the Store and Mr. Bill 
Lockwood for the Mail Order. Two new members were introduced, Mr. Jack Dorratt of 
270 Department, and Mr. D. McFetridge, M.O. Correspondence and Adjusting. Other guests 
at the head table were Mr. Bruce Sutherland, Personnel Manager and Mr. Doug McPherson, 
editor of Contacts. 

Mr. Smith, in his speech, outlined briefly what courses would be available to the employ¬ 
ees—such as telephone training, self-improvement program (by enrolling in one of the 
many night courses set up by the Winnipeg School Board), and business administration. 
In his closing remarks he asked the members of the Association to check with their em¬ 
ployees and to urge them to make use of the facilities put at their disposal. 
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Mr. Fearnall, in speaking for the Red Cross Blood Donor Mobile Clinic, explained just 
how important the voluntary donation of blood was to the maintenance of a blood bank.

12. Do you know the location of fire extinguishers in your department and how to 
operate same?
